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CIVIL SERVICE IN MASSACHU
SETTS.

Tuw public service committes of the
Masnachusetts house of representatives
has just roported a civil norvice law for
the atate, In many respecis it is & ro.
markable mensurs and might well form a
model to other states in the union, Mas.
sachusotta has always been the peculine
home of civil service roforin, and thero
is no doubit that thia law or one  like it
will o passed at the present session,

In some particulnrs it is very much like
the national eivil service sct.  Ifs aim ia
to apply the principles of that measure to
state and municipal offices. In this Jre.
gard it in tho first law of the kind ever
devised. 1t provides for the appoint:
ment by the governor of three commis-
sioners to serve three yeara each. These
are to seloct after a competent cxamina
tion persons *'to fill officea in the govern:
ment of the commonwealth and of the
oitien thereof, which are reouired to be
filled by appointment,” and are to select
“porsons to be employed as Inborers or
otherwise in the service of the common-
weath and of the soveral citiea thereof,"”
No recommendation given by any sena-
tor, representative, alderman or council-
man, except as to the character or resi-
denco of the applicant, is to bo en-
tortained by the commission, Tho
rules against political assessmenta are
very strict, No employe of state or city
is to be allowed to solicit, nor give any
contribution for political purposes, nor
roemove, prejudice, degrade nor Chreaten
any other employe for refusing to give
such a contribution, No offices are to be
promised in advance for politieal purpones
by any person holding any public office
or even in nominstion thercfor. Elea-
tive and judiclal officors, those whose ap-
pointment in subject to the eonfirmation
of the executive council or ecity council,
heads of departments, publio school teach.
ern and tho private secretaries of execu-
tiva oflicera, aro, for obvious reasons, ex-
ompted from tho operation of the act.
The rest of the bill, which is very long,
relates chiefly to the manner in which
examinations shall be held, and the pre-
cautions for aecuring their honesty,

Under this act all state and municipal
employes, such as wardens, commission-
ers, marshals, policomen, inspectors de-
tectives, firomon, ete., wre to be clected
according to the principles of ecivil ser-
vieo reform, Instead of being appointed
for merely politioal or poersonal reasons
they aro to be choson on the true business
basis of competency and character. Only
those who show good evidences of ability,
if the act bo faithfully executed, can Lbe
appointed. The importance of this pre«
posed reform in the public servico is 1 ery
gront,

Incompetent, dissolute and corri pb
officials have been the curse of every
state and city in the union,  As long an
muayors or governora have the sole power
of appointment ns a roward for political

service, ward bummers, shysters and job-
bers are chosen to fill responsible posi-
tions. The experiment in Masaachusetts
will be watched with interest by men
who desire to elevate the standard of our
local government and eradicats abuses
that have becomd a source of greatdanger
to American states and municipalities,

TAMPERING WITH THE SCHOOOL
FUND

One of the queations that will have to
he answered at an early day ia whether
the eity treasurer of Omahia han any right
to keep in his own possession monoy paid
in by tha liquor doalera and which be-
longs to the achool fund. If the money

does not belong to the school fund, it

certainly does not belony to the treasuror,
unless he regards himaelf ns stake-holdor
for tho Liquor dealers.  Suppose a liquor
dealor, who has paid in £200 or 2500,
but can get no license until hie his paid
the balance of the £1,000, should die,
which is liable to happen, to whom
will the tremsurer mccount for the
money. It in not hin own, because
he can lay no legal claim to it
and according to his own veraion it does
not belong to the rchool fund, becaune
the party, that paid it to him has no Ji
cense.  Suppose nagain, that a dealer
who has paid in 8250 concludes to give up
the liguor business at the ond of three
months, and therefore nover gets a li-
cense, will the treasurer con'inue to hold
that money and keep it in the bank on
intercal? I the school fund to be robbed
on account of a technicality?! There is no
doubt that during the summer season
from fifteen to twenty men will want to
sell liquor in Omaha, frr from one to
threo months, They will pay to the
treasuacr all the way from 883 to 8250
onch, and the tremsurer proposes very
cooly to put that money in his bank
on interest, instead of paying it over to
the school board. When the semson is
over not one of these moen will have a li-
conne, and tho treasuror will not only
havo the use of the money, but he may
hold on to 1t until after his term expires,
and refuse to hand it over to his success-
or. This is a beautiful state of affuirs,
and cortainly ought to be attended to at
onee by the mayor and council and board
of education. A very eminent attorney in
this city gives it as his opinion that the
city trensurer has no right to receive the
liquor license money, but that the county
treasurer is  the proper custodian
oll school moneys obtained from liquor
liconses. The ordinance regulating the
sale of liquor in this city, which makes
the license money payable to the city
troasurer, is in conflict with the gencral
atatutes, and henco it is void It strikes
us that the time has come for the city to
comply with the laws, and have its ordin-
ances, regulating the sale of liguors,
logally fram 4 #0 t1it the d JVers who
are willing t .omp'7 witl thy law cin
havs proper jrowction, in  the eily
schools have the benefit of the fund aris.
